a AT INQUEST: TEARS 


OFF fd RUSARY 


Priest-Slayer Pulls String From 
Neck and Throws Broken 
Parts at Reporters. 


HELD FOR: KILLING GIRL 


Whitman: Declares Prisoner Is 


Not Insane and Will Be Tried 
for Murder. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3—Father Hans 
Schmidt, the priest who murdered Anna 
Aumueller, became frenzied today at the 
Coroner's inquest into the death of his 
victim, rose from his seat, ripped from 
his neck the rosary he had worn ever 


since his incarceration, tore it into 
many pieces and huried them at the 
newspaper reporters sitting half a doz- 
en steps away. . 

The Coroner’s jury found him re- 
sponsible for the girl's death: 

Schmidt’s outburst of temper occurred 
in the presence of a jury of millionaires 
empaneled to conduct the inquest. The 
Pyerdict was quickly found. It follows: 

“We, the jury, believe that Anna Au- 
inueller came to her death on Sept. 2, 
i913, at 68 Bradhurst avenue, at the 
rands of Hans Schmidt.”’ 

Schmidt was remanded immediately to 
the Toombs without bail to await the 
action of the grand jury. 

During the examination of witnesses 
not a trace of emotion crossed Schmidt’s 
face, but Coroner Feinberg’s charge 
seemed to drive the prisoner into a 
tempest of fury. Jumping to his feet. 
his eyes blazing and his lips moving, 
Schmidt tore the rosary from his neck 
with a single sweep of his arms, and 
before detectives could seize him, had 
snapped it into many parts and hurled 
them at the newspaper men. 

Schmidt Doesn™ Testify. 

The torso of the victim was identified 
by Anna Hirt, who roomed with the 
Aumueller girl at the parish house of 
St. Boniface’s Church. The Hirt wom- 
an was followed on the stand by de- 
tectives, the physician who made the 
autopsy and finally by Inspector Faurot 
in charge of the Detective Bureau, to 
whom Schmidt confessed. Faurot de- 
tailed in a hundred words the substance} 
of the ¢onfession. 

“Do you wish to place your client on 
the stand?’’ Coroner Feinberg next asked 
counsel for Schmidt. The answer was 
negative and the Coroner asked if the 
priest had anything to say. 

“Nothing whatever,’’ replied the law- 
yer. 

The Coroner’s charge was brief. He 
told the jury that it could find that 
Anna Aumueller came to her death at 
the hands of an unknown person or that 
she was killed by a person to be named 
by the jury. 

“Hans Schmidt does not appear before 
you on trial for the murder,” he said. 
“You are simply to find a verdict as 4 
Coroner’s jury.” 

Within 15 minutes from the time the 
first witness had taken the stand the 
jury had withdrawn. Within 10 minutes 
more it had returned with its verdict. 

Shonts, Astor on Jury. 

District Attorney Whitman, before the 
inquest, expressed the conviction that 
Father Schmidt was sane and consc- 
quently would be placed on trial for 
the murder of Anna Aumueller. 

Whitman’s opinion, it is understood, 
tn based on the finding reached by the 
four allienists, who have examined 
Schmidt in the Toombs at Whitman's 
behest. Their formal report will be made 
within a few days. 

When Coroner Feinberg empaneled 
his jury of millionaires and began an 
inquest into the girl’s death today, only 
three portions of the body, the upper 
and lower parts of the torso and one 
leg, had been recovered from the river. 
These were viewed by the jury. 

On the jury were Theodore P. Shonts, 
Vincent Astor, J. B. Greenhut, Mortimer

IHARVEY OPENS WAR 


ON LID CLUBS With 
SUITS 10 TEST LAW 


Action Begun Against St. Louis 
Club, M. A. C. and Brewery 
Workers’ Association. 


EACH IN SEPARATE COURT 


They Pay U. S. License and 
Should Pay Saloon License, 
Circuit Attorney Says. 


Quo warranto proceedings against the 
St. Club, the Missouri Athilettec 
Club and the Brewery Workers’ Asso- 
c:ation of Missouri were filed in Cir- 
cuit Court Friday by Circuit Attornay 
Harvey, to compel them to show cause 
why their charters should not be re- 
voked for selling

intoxicants withouf 


a State license. 


Harvey told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that this was the opening gun in a war 
of extermination of lid blubs in St. 
Louis. If successful in this suit he 
would have little trouble wiping out 


clubs that operated without license. 

In filing these suits against three clubs 
each of which is acknowledged to be a 
typical club in its own class, Harvey be- 
lieves that it will be possible to obtain 
a court ruling as to what constitutes a 
legitimate club and whether any club 
organized under the benevolent, relig- 
ious and educational form of charter can 
legally serve drinks to membcrs without 
paying a saloon license. 

Sale of Drinks Chief Issue. 

Although the petition asks that the 
charters of the three representative 
clubs be revoked the point of issue will 
be whether they and clubs operating un- 
der similar charters have a legal right 
to sell intoxicants. 

If Harvey wins these suits the St. 
Louts Club, Missouri Athletic Club and 
the Brewery Workers’ Association will 
be required to do one of three things: 

They must surrender their chartegs 
and go out of business or cease selllig 
intoxicants to members and gzvests, or 
pay the saloon license. In any evert 
the ruling of the Court will establish a 
method of dealing with the lid clubs | 
which have been organized solely Sp 
dodge the law and escape without-pav- 
ing a saloon license. But in his suits 
Harvey makes no distinctions between 
any of the clubs. 

The advantage enjoyed by these lid 
clubs has been that they have been per- 
mitted to operate without paying the 
$800 a year license, which saloon keepers 
have to pay. Most of the business of 
the lid clubs ts done on Sunday an‘ in 
the weekday hours when saloons are re- 
quired to be closed. The profits of the 
clubs are large becruse of their exemp- 
tion from the license tax, but not large 
enough to enable them to pay the 
license and stil] operate profitably. Prac- 
tically all would go out of business if 
it were ruled that they must pay the 
dramshop license. ‘ 

If_olubs like the St. ‘Louis and the 
Missouri Athletic are required to pay 
the dramshop license they will then be 
subject to all the dramshep regula- 
tions and will not be permitted to serve 
drinks on Sunday or between 1 ae. m. 
and 5 a. m. on week days. 

The petitions were filed with differ- 
ent Judges. St. Louls Club officers 
were cited by Judge Hitchcock to ap- 
pear in court next Tuesday and show 
cause why the club’s charter should 
not be revoked. Officers of the Brew- 
ery Workers’ Association were cited by 
Judge Taylor to appear Oct. 13. Judge 
Withrow set Oct. 14 as the date for the 
hearing the case against the Missouri 
Athletic Club. 

Up to this time the principal difficulty 
in suppressing lid clubs was that when 
attacked in the courts they tovk refuge 
behind a decision handed down by Judge 
Gantt of the Missouri Supreme Court in 
1890 in which he held that the St. Louis 
Club was not a dramshop within the 
meaning of the law. 

In this decision Judge Gantt said that 
the intoxicants kept at the club were 
the property of the members and the 
club merely acted for the members in 
storing and serving these intoxicants. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he made a care- 
ful study of this decision and found 
that Judge Gantt, while ruling in favor 
of the St. Louis Club, had added to the 
decision a paragraph in which ‘he said 
that if the Legislature at any time be- 
lieved that decision would be used a8 an 
excuse for the violation of the dram- 
chop laws it might adopt such measures 
as it saw fit to prevent such violation. 

All Pay U. 8S. License. 

In 1895, five years after Judge Gaatt's 
decision, the Legislature passed a law 
which provided that any per#on or per- 
sons who stored or kept liquor for an- 
other must have a dramship license 
whether they éell the liquor or not.

Jerseyville High School Student, 
14, Had Told of Attack by 
Men at Night. 


Bloodhounds Fridhy tracked and 
caught the person. who cut off the long 
auburn hair of Myrtle 14 


years old, a high school student, on the 
porch of her home in Jerseyville Thurs 
day night. 

The person was Miss Ham.lton her. 
self. She confessed the deed, after the 
local police officials had been convinced 
by the dogs’ movements that her story 
of an attack by two men, who snipped 
off the hair, was false. The story won 
credence at first from the fact the 
®dbuntry around Jerseyville has been in- 
fested for two months with a gang of 
men who clip horses’ tails and sell the 
hair for $3 a pound. The first conclu- 
sion, after Miss Hamilton told her story. 
was that the horse-clippers had taken 
her hair, to sell it to a hair “eajer. 

Vindicates the Bloodhounds. 

Incidentally, the result was a triumph 
for the bloodhounds, which beiong to 3 
Springfleld man, and which had co:ne 
into a certain amount of ridicule 
through their failure to catch burglars 
in Alton, or to catch the horse-tail clip- 
pers in a S30-mile chase a week ago. 

Miss Hamilton went to a picture 
show Thursday night and walked home 
alone. Entering her home on South La- 
fayette street shortly before 10, ne 
awoke her mother and told her that 
two 'men had seized her on the porch, 
as she was about to open the door, and 
that one had held her arms and covered 
her mouth while the other snipped cff 
her hair. The hair, in a long braid, 
reached to her waist, and was admired 
both for, its hue and its abundance. 

The mother telephoned to the police 
station and Night Officer Shortal went 
to the house. A telephone message war 
sent to Springfield and the bloodhounds 
Were sent. “If we catch fhe ones that 
cut this girl's hair,’’ chuckled Shortal, 
“we'll have those horse clippers.” 

Dogs Recover tue Braid. 

The dogs were taken to the house in 
the morning and started at once on a 
trail. The trail led to Night Officer 
Shortal’s home, where he had gone from 
the Hamilton house. Then the dogs re- 
turned to the Hamilton home and would 
not leave again. They pawed about un- 
der the porch and presently one of them 
dragged out the lost braid of hayfr. 

A few questions brought the girl's con- 
fession, which she later signed. She 
could give no reason for he® act, ex- 
cept a desire to attract attention. The 
scissors she used were found in the 
yard, where she had thrown them.

Miss Ida Frank of 108A Aubert «v- 
enue, was pinioned beneath her new 
automobile Thursday evening when it 
went over an embankment on *he Olive 
Street road in St. Louis County. -Mrs. 
Anna Frank and Miss Julia Frank, her 
mother and sister, were in the machine 
with her. 

Miss Frank said the machine turned 
cver three times before it reached the 
bottom of the embankment. When it 
first skidded over the embankment it 
rolled over and nearly came to a stand- 
still In an upright position. This gave 
Mrs. Frank and her daughter, Julia. 
who were riding in the tonneau, @ 
chance to jump from the car. 

Protecteq by the Wheel. 

But before Miss Frark, who was driv- 
ing, could get out, the machine had be- 
gun another revolution. The young 
woman crouched beneath the wheel and 
trepared.to “loop the loop” again. 

When the automobile again came to 
an upright position it paused, and Miss 
Frank started to climb out. Then the 
machine began a third somersaults and 
ugain she crouched under the wheel. 
Over the machine went. But when it 
was upside down the bottom of the 
embankment had been reached, and the 
machine stopped. Part of its weight 
“ested on Miss Frank. 


Under Car Ten Mtnutes. 
Ten minutes elapsed before a suf- 


ficient number of automobilists gath- 
ered at the scene to release the young 
woman. She was placed in the auto- 
mobile of a constable and taken 
home. She was but slightly bruised. 

The machine was a present to Miss 
Frank from her mother. It is a five- 
passenger touring car. It was Miss 
Frank’s birthday and she was taking 
her mother and sister out for a spin. 
The accident happened near Seven- 
Mile House when she attempted to 
pass ancther automobile. The road was 
slippery, having been oiled in the morn- 
ing. 

This accident happened on the same 
road om which Mrs. David Sommers 
and her two daughters, Blanché Marie, 
18, and Dorothy, 5, and her mother, Mrs. 
Albert Drey, were killed Jast July, when 
their machine rolled down an embank- 
ment near Creve Coeur Lake. Three 
other passengers in the car were seri- 
ausly injured at the same time. 

The cause of the two'accidents was 
the same—heavily olled roads. In the 
Sommers accident the top of the ma- 
chine was down and the passengers 
were crushed by the machine as it 
rolled down the hill. It was said by 
autoists at the time that had the top 
been up the passengers would probably 
have escaped with their lives. In Thurs.

New Revenue-Raising Scheme 
Becomes Law When Tar- 
iff Bill Is Signed. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Returns made 
thus far to Internal Revenue Collector 
Osborne indicate that 425,000 persons in 
the United Stater will be affected by 
the income tax, which becomes law with 
the signing of the tariff bill. The in- 
comes covered are: 

Those of all citizens of the United 
States, residing at home or abroad. 

Those of all persons residing in the 
United States, although not citizens, 

All net incomes from properties and 
from every other business, trade or 
profession carried on in the United 


'dends 


States by persons, aliens or citizens re- 
siding elsewhere. 

The tax to be paid is: 

Normal tax—One per cent per annum 
upon the amount of net income exceed- 
ing $3000 for individuals and above $4000 
for husband and wife living together. 

Additional tax—One per cent on net 
ncomes between $20,000 and $50,000; 2 
er cent on incomes between $50,000 and 
‘70,600; 3 per cent on incomes between 
75,000 and $100,000; 4 per cent on incomes 
vetween $100,000 and $250,000; 6 per cent 
mm incomes between $250,000 and $500,000: 

per cent on incomes exceeding $600,000. 

Included in net income: All gains, 
yrofits and income derived from salaries, 
Wages or compensation for personal 
services of any kind, professional], bus- 
iness, trade or commerce, sales or deal- 
ings in property, interest, rent, divi- 
and securities. 

Deductions allowed: Necessary ex 
penses actually {ncurred In carrying on 
any business from which the income 
arises; all interest accrued and payaple 
within the year on indebtednessg;.a!! 
national, state, county, school and mtr- 
nicipal taxes; losses actually suffered 
during the year in connection with the 
business from which the income its de- 
rived; debts actually ascertained to be 
worthless. 

Deductions not allowed: Al! personal, 
living and family expenses; taxes as- 
sessed against local benefits;- all ex- 
penses of restoring property or king 
good the exhaustion thereof for which 
an allowance hag been made; amounts 
paid for new buildings, permanent im- 
provements, or betterments made to In- 
crease the value of any property. 

Exemptions: Interest upon the obliga- 
tions of a state or any political subdi- 


vision thereof; tnterest upon the obliga- 
' tions of the United States and its pos- 
‘sessions; the compensation of the pres- 
ent President during the term for which 
he has been elected; the compensation 
of Judges of the Supreme and inferior 
courts of the United States now in of- 
fice; the compensatron of all officers 
and employes of a state, or any political 
subdivision thereof, but not includinz 


_, Senators and Representatives in Con- 


gress. 
| The taxpayer must file @ return with 
the internal revenue collector by March 
1, 1914, showing all sources of incomes 
and the deductions to which he is en- 
titled. 

All incomes are to be computed by the 
calendar year, but taxes for the first 
year will be levied only from March 1, 
1913, to Dec, 81 next. 

Notifications of assessments will be 
sent out by the Government before June 
1 next. Taxes must be paid by June 50.

Oelrichs, who remained in seclusion to- | 
day, is quoted as having told a reporter 
yesterday he was at the Delta Psi fra- 
ternity house at 434 Riverside Drive early 
Tuesday evening. The telephone rang 
and he answered it. 

Miss Singleton inquired for ‘Monte’ 
Claghorn, who departed for his homie 
in Tacoma, Wash., Sept. 2. His real 
hame is D, M. Claghorn. His prother, 
James L. Claghorn, was graduated last 
June. Oclrichs said he impulsively let 
Miss Singleton think he was “‘Monte’s”’ 
brother for ‘“‘the fun of it.” 

He made an appointment with her 
and jumping into his car, which was 
outside, went to her home. He took 
with him a Columbia student, whose 
name he would not divulge. They went 
for a short ride, he said, Miss Singleton 
sitting in the front seat beside him and 
the other student.in the tonneau. They | 
stopped at Broadway and Ninety-first 
street and had a bottle of wine. Then 
at Broadway and One Hundred and 
Twentieth street he lost controf of the 
car, he declared, and it struck the tree, 
hurling out Miss Singletor and smash- 
ing the glass windshield. 

On the trip Miss Singleton remarked 
she often had heard Monte speak of his 
brother Billy, she apparently mistaking 
the brother’s name. While he posed as 
the brother, Oelrichs sald, he did not 
once tell Miss Singleton he was Jimmy 
or Billy Claghorn. .- His sole reason for 
saying afterward that he lent the car 
was to avoid notoriety, he said, adding: 
“TIT never met the girl before in my life.’’ 

Charles H. Strong of the firm of 
Strong & Melten, lawyers, who repre- 
sented Oelrichs, said to ™ reporter: 

“All I can say of the charges of stab- 
bing made against Mr. Oelrichs, is that 
they seem to me to bear on their face 
gross improbabilities. 

‘Tt is evident from the very slight ac- 
quaintance of two hours duration that 
no motive could be based on alleged 
gealousy, and moreover it was practi- 
cally physically impossible for Mr. O6el- 
richs to drive the six-cylinder car and 
at the same time have stabbed Miss 
Singleton. We shall have nothing what- 
ever to conceal.” 

When the charge of felonious assauit 
against Oecelrichs was called yesterday 
it was postponed until Tuesday as: Miss 
Singleton was too ill to be brought to 
court.

Take Them Away. 


Alanson C. Brown, president of the 
Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co., Friday made 
public .a letter he sent to Secretary 
Saunders of the Business Men's League, 
directing attention to the fact that St. 
Louls has lost most of its shoe manufac- 
turing industry during the past few 
years, and will loge the rest unless the 
city does something to hold it here. 

Brown's letter was written in re- 
sponse to an interview by Saunders com- 
paring the shoe industry of St. Louis 
with that of Boston, which was based 
on the speech and utterances of Mayor 
Fitzgerald of Boston. In the interview, 
Saunders said that the Boston shoe in- 
dustry was scattered throughout the 
entire State -of Massachusetts and 
sought to show that St. Louis was 
making great strides in the industry, 
while Boston was losing. 

‘You speak of Boston’s shoe industry 
being scattered,’””’ Brown gaid in ths 
letter. ‘This brings up a matter that 
we feel is of very vital interest to 191 
only us but all St. Louis. Seeming!. 
St. Louis is rapidly getting into tne 
same condition as Boston In regard tu 
the industry scattering to the surround- 
ing towns. 

3 ef 23 Factories Here. 

“For instance, do you know that out 
of a total of 23 factories owned by ons? 
concern it is reported but three are 
operating in St. Louis? 

“Do you know also that nearly one- 
half of the factories operated by an- 
other prominent shoe concern here are 
now locatef’ nm country towns out of St. 
Louis, and that it is planning, it is 
stated, to remove others? 

“Do you not know that while we are 
operating seven factories in St. Louis, 
the last one we built was erected at Co- 
lumbia, Mo., and that we are now locat- 
ing another factory outside of St. Louis? 

“Isn't there something that St. Louis 
can do, or ought to do, to keep this big 
industry—the biggest here—in St. 
Louis *’ 

Small Towns Are Active. 

The new factory of the Hamilton- 
Brown Shoe Co.. to which Brown re- 
ferred in his letter, is to be built at 
Union, Mo., about 75 miles west of St. 
Louis. The International Shoe Co. has 
many factories in the smaller Missouri 
and Illinois towns, like Hannibal, Cape 
Girardeau and Springfield, Ill., and the 
Brown Shoe Co. has built many of its 
factories in the country. 

The building of the big factories in 
the country towns transfers the pay- 
rolis from St. Louis to the smaller 
cities and takes thousands of work- 


men away from this city. 

The primary reason for building 
the shoe factories in the country 
towns, & manufacturer told a Post- | 
Dispatch reporter, is that the smaller 
towns are keenly alert in their quest 
for big manufacturing industries, 
while St. Louis offers no special én- 
couragemént. 

Eleven small towns entered into a 
keen competition ‘or the Hamilton- 
Brown factory, which is to be sent to 
Union. They offered inducements in the 
way of hpilding sites and buildings, and 
made their propositions so much ™ore 
attractive than St. Louis that the com- | 
pany decided that, instead of building 
the factory here, it would let it go to 
the country. 

No New Factories Here.. 

According to one shoe authority there 
has not been a new shoe factory built 
ir: St. Louis for the past several years. 
The shoe companies are sending all the 
factories to the small cities to take 
advantage of conditions which St. Louis 
jas shown no inclination t® meet, it 
is stated. 

The shoe companies of St. Leuis mar- 
ket approximately $75,000,000 worth of 
shoes every year. Until reegmtly most 
of these shoes were made in St. Louis 
hy workmen employed in this city. 

Brown’s idea in calling Saunders’ at- 
tention to the conditions regarding the 
shoe industry was to stimulate a move- 
ment to encourage the manufacturers to 
build their factories in this city, instead 
of sending them to the country. He has 
not formulated a plan by which this 
could be done, but believes that with the 
co-operation of t-~"~siness Men's 
League such a plan 5 worked out, 

Secretary Saunders -e league said 
he was not prepared to discuss the sub- 
iject of Brown’s letter just now, but 
probably would do so later,

Pass by for a moment the possible effect on 
Partholdt’s career of the publication of the let- 
ters, and consider the letters themselves. Ob- 
serve the gradual wily approach of the favor 
seeker. Note that in the first one the Congress- 
man addressed the lobbyist as “My Dear Sir,” 
and made his, request virtually mandatory by 
citing bis purpose to act abroad for the House 
Committee on Immigration; of which he was a 
member. In the second, the ice being broken, he 
addressed Dr. Glavis as “My Dear Doctor.” In 
the third, assured his request would be granted, 
he warmed up to his benefactor as “My Dear 
Doc.” The fourth and fifth letters, the first: flush 
of gratitude having passed, he returned to the 
formally friendly “My Dear Doctor.” 

Mr. Bartholdt now explains his request was 
not for free passes but for reduced rates. Un- 
luckily, his letters do not confirm his recollec- 
tion of the facts. They are frank bids for “trans 
portation;” nothing is said about “reduced 
rates,” or any rates. In letter No. 3 he told Dr. 
Glavis he could not sail on a given date because 
he had to stay in St. Louis and look after his 
district in the dis®ibution of city offices. ‘Were 
I to run away at such a time,” he wrote, “my 
political goose would be cooked for all time. to 
come.”

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THE DEMON BEEF TEA. 

Past suspicions of patients that a hogshead of 
beef tea ‘contains only about two spoonfuls of 
nourishment are verified by Government analyses 
showing that meat from which the tea is made 
loses none of its food value. What is really ex- 
tracted from the beef is toxic and other proper- 
ties found to be highly stimulating. Hapless vic- 
tims of beef tea intemperance are not as numer- 
ous as the victims of other intemperances, ‘but 
fare already recognized as a social problem by 
medical science. One of them in Liverpool, a 
teetotaler in malt, vinous and distilled products 
suffered delirium tremens the other day.

If there be the slightest motion of the 
blood the fluorescine, carried around the 
body stains it a vivid golden yellow, 
while the eyes become a deep emerald 
green. If, on the other hand, there is 
mo movement of the blood, the coloring 
matter is not dispersed, and produces 
no effect. Half‘an hour is stated to be 
enéugh to make this test. 
The laity, while duly impressed by this 
neat method, are asking whether per- 


dyeing process, and who later recover, 
will lose the golden yellow tint, and the 
green eyes, as Dr. Icard describes them, 
‘are transformed into superb emeralds, 
set like jewels in their sockets.”

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Fluorescine Offers a N ew 
Absolute Test of Death 


REMARKABLE new method of 
testing absolutely whether a dead 
pérson is really dead and thus 
avoiding the possibility of premature 
burial, just announced by Dr. Icard of 
Marseilles, has been received with great 
interest by his colleagues in Paris. 
Dr. Icard’s system depends on the 
question whether-the blood is still in 
circulation or not and consists of a 
small subcutaneous injection of a small 
quantity of fluorescine, which is quite 
harmiess, but one of the most violent 
coloring matters known: 

If there be the slightest motion of the 
biood the fluorescine, carried around the 
body stains it a vivid golden yellow, 
while the eyes become a deep emerald 
green. If, on the other hand, there is 
mo movement of the blood, the coloring 
matter is not dispersed, and produces 
no effect. Half'an hour is stated to be 
enough to make this test. 

The laity, while duly impressed by this 
neat method, are asking whether per- 


sons who are alive and undergo the 


dyeing process, and who later recover, 
will lose the golderr yellow tint, and the 
green eyes, as Dr. Icard describes them, 
‘are transformed into superb emeralds, 
set like jewels in their sockets.” 

It may be added, however, that flu- 
orescine is one of the most transitory 
dyes known,

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Fluorescine Offers a New 
‘i Absolute Test of Death

REMARKABLE new method of 
testing absolutely whether a dead 
person is really dead and thus 
avoiding the possibility of premature 
burial, just announced by Dr. Icard of 
Marseilles, has been received with great 
interest by his colleagues in Paris. 
Dr. ‘Icard’s system depends on the 
question whether the blood is still in 
circulation or not and consists of a 
small subcutaneous injection of a small 
quantity of fluorescine, which is quite 
harmless, but one of the most violent 
coloring matters known. 

If there be the slightest motion of the 
blood the fluorescine, carried around the 
body stains it a vivid golden yellow, 
while the eyes become a deep emerald 
green. If, on the other hand, there is 
no movement of the blood, the coloring 
matter is not dispersed, and produces 
no effect. Half'an hour is stated to be 
enough to make this test. , 

The laity, while duly impressed by this 
neat method, are asking whether per- 
sons who are alive and undergo the 


dyeing process, and who later recover, 
will lose the golden yellow tint, and the 
green eyes, as Dr. Icard describes them, 
‘are transformed into superb emeralds, 
set like jewels in their sockets.” 

It may be added, however, that flu- 
orescine is one of the most transitory 
dyes known,

‘COTTON BUSINESS 


Exchange Files Con Complaint With 
Commission, Alleging Dis- 
crimination by Roads. 


— 


GALVESTON IS FAVORED 


Tariff From Tulsa to St. Louis 
Is 70 Cents; From St. Louis 
to Boston Is 35. 


A discussion of St. Louis .as a cotton 
market at a recent meeting of the mem- 
bers’ conference of the Business Men's 
League revealed that the St. Louis Cot- 
ton Exchange has been forced into a 
fight against glaring, exorbitant and 
discriminatory railroad rates, which 
threaten the existence of the cotton 
business in this city. To the present 
time the exchange has received no aid 
from the Business Men’s League in the 
fight for an adjustment of rates under 
which St. Louis would get its fair pro- 
portion of the cotton production’ of the 
Southwest. 

The rate question was touched unon 
by John W. Lewis, president of the St. 
Louis Cotton Compress Co., and J. D. 
Goldman of the Lesser-Holdman Cotton 
Co. in talks before the league mem- 
bers. St. Louis, 30 years ago, the speak- 
ers pointed out, was a great cotton dis- 
tributing center, with # or 50 big comi- 
mission houses doing business here. 
Now there are only four or five cottoa 
factors in St. Louis, and it is contended 
by members of the exchange that the 
discriminatory railroad rates are prin- 
cipally responsible for this condition. 

Investigating the suggestion that rail- 
road rates were prejudicial to the cotton 
business in St. Louis, a Post-Dispatch 
reporter learned that the Cotton Ex- 
change recently had filed complaints 
against the carriers with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on the ground 
that the railroads operating between St. 
Louis and Oklahoma were treating St. 
wien unfairly. 


Louis Loses Advantages. 
Specifically, the exchange complained: 


That the carriers have established a 
blanket rate of 70 cents from Okla- 
homa points to the St. Louis, Fort 
Madison and Rock Island gateways, 
which deprives St. Louis of the naturai 
advantages it should have and causes 
the cotton traffic to be diverted to the 
Fort Madison and Rock Island gatce- 
ways to the detriment of the local mar- 
ket. 

That the rate from Southern Okla- 
homa points to Kansas City is 55 
cents, as compared with the 7-cent 
rate enforced against St. Louis fur 
hauls of the same distance. 

That the blanket rate from Oklahc- 
ma to Galveston approximates 70 certs 
—the same as the St. Louis rate—while 
the distance to Galveston is much great- 
er than to St. Louis. 

That this preferential rate to Galves- 
ton abnormally enlarges the territory 
tributary to that port and was made 
to force the movement of cotton through 
Galveston for New England points and 
export, 

That carriers, by routing cotton 
through the Rock Island and Fort Mad. 
ison gateways to Chicago derive a reve- 
nue of 78% cents, which is 3% cents 
in excess of the direct Chicago rate 
and that most of the cotton coming 
this way from Oklahoma is routed 
through the northern gateways to give 
the originating carriers the advantage 
of this additional revenue. 


dustries are discriminated against by 
reason of the fact that Janesville, Wis., 
a cotton mill town, gets a rate of 7 
cents from Oklahoma, which is only 
5 cents in excess of the St. Louis rate, 
although the distance of haul is ap- 
proximately 300 miles greater. 
Rate From Tulsa 70 Cents. 

That the rate from Tulsa, Ok., to St. 
Louis, 42 miles, is 70 cents, while the 
rate from St. Louis to Boston, of 1230 
miles, is only 3 cents; or in other 
words, that the Tulsa-St. Louis rate, 
for a haul of one-third the distance, is 
twice that of the St. Louis-Boston rate. 

That the result of these discrimina- 
tory rates against St. Louis tis that 92

The complaint of the Cotton Exchange 
was filed against the M. K. & T., Fris- 
co, Missouri Pacific, Iron Mountain, Cot- 
ton Belt, Rock Island and Santa Fe rail- 
roads and the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation and subsidiary lines, and all the 
roads operating between Oklahoma and 
the territory to the South and West. 
The case has not been docketed’ for 
hearing, but the officers of the exchange 
expect an early trial. 

It is shown by the petition that St. 
Louis is 530 to 250 miles nearer the Ok- 
lahoma cotton shipping points than 
Rock Island and Fort Madison. The 
grouping of St. Louis with these gate-

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JAIL WITH BABIES 
FOR DEFYING JUDGE 


Humphries of Seattle Also Int 
prisons Five Other Women 
and Twelve Men.” 


SEATTLE, Wash., Oct. 3.—After Judge 
John BE. Humphries had sent 12 men and 
six women to the county jail yesterday 
for contempt of his court, a consulta- 
tion of other Judges of the Superior 
Court was held. Thorwald Siegfried, 
an attorney, who previously haa com- 
plained to tue Bar Association of Judge 
Humphries’ excessive use vf the writ 
of injunction, was requested to apply 
for a writ of habeas corpus for the 
prisoners. ‘ 

Siegfried applied to Judge Everett 
Smith for the release of Glenn Hoover, 
attorney for the Free Speech Defense 
League and former Assistant Attorney- 
General of Washington, ‘and G. M. 
Hodgson, one of the signers of “resa- 
lutions of protest” against Judge Hum- 
phreys'’ anti-street speaking injunctions, 
and they were released on their own 
recognizance. Each a short time. before 
had been sentenced to a $100 fine for 
contempt, while In addition Hoover had 
been “forever disbarred’’ by Judge 
Humphries and Hodgman was sent to 
jail for six months. 

Judge Smith said he would release 
al. the prisoners, who sought freedom 
on writes of habeas corpus, 

Denounces I’ellow Judges. 

Judge Humphries was angry when he 

heard of the consul.ation of his fellow 
judges and the release of two of the 
prisoners. He made a statement to the 
press, denouncing the other judges and 
declared the right of habeas corpus 
did not apply in contempt of court 
cases. 
The scene in. Judge Humphries’ court 
late in tne day was remarkable. The 
cou’.reom Was jammed to suffocation 
and the crowd interrupted and ap- 
plauded frequently. Most of the pris- 
oners, when arraigned expressed anew 
their contempt for the Judge and defied 
him to do his worst. Glenn Hoover, at- 
torney for the prisoners, was fined, dis- 
barred and ordered removed to jail as 
soon as he began to speak. 

Attorney Hulet M. Wells, Socialist 
candidate for Mayor at the last election. 
Was disbarred and fined without being 
permitted to speak a word in self-de- 
fense. 

Mrs. Humphries, secretary of a So- 
cialist local, was dismissed with a smail 
fine, the Judge saying he did not wish 
to humiliate a member of his own 
Scotch clan. 

Mrs. William McNally stood up with 
a baby in her arms. The Judge said he 
did not wish to send a baby to jall. 

“Never mind,”” the woman sald biiter- 
ly, “the baby is as guilty as I am.” 

She was fined $19 and sent to 
with the baby and a little boy. The 
woman's husband also was fined $10 
and sent to jail. Six women and two 
children Were in jail last night. 

Woman Calls Statement False, 

During the Judge's lecture on the evil 
of street speaking he declared that Al. 
belt R. Parsons, the anarchist hanged 
in Chicago after the Haymarket riots. 
was guilty of murder through incite- 
ment to riot. An elderly woman dresse 1 
in black, standing 
of the courtroom, 
true. Ile Was an 
Parsons’ widow.” 

As soon as Judge Humphries could 
recover from his surprise, he shouted to 
the woman, who was Lucy Pareone: 

“Widow or no widow, you had better 
keep quiet or you'll find yourself in the 
county jail.” ‘ 

Fifty-five Socialists had been cited br 
the Judge for contempt of court be- 
cause they had signed “resolutions of 
defiance” that denounced the Judge for 
his injunctions in street-speaking cases 
Judge Humpliries proceeded with ‘the 
contempt cases in spite of the fact that 
the State Supreme Court had issued. a 
writ restraining him in the case of two 
defendants who had appealed. Hun 
phries said the Supreme Court had no 
jurisdiction. 

Juige Humphries has been engaged in 
warfare with the Socialists of Seattle 
vince last June, when he threw 
court a criminal libel indictment ob- 
tained by the Soctalists against the ed- 
itor of a daily newspaper, who had 
charged a Socialist leader with abscond- 
ing with party funds. 

The severest punishment of the day 
was visited upon H. O, Saylor and Roy 
Draper, who did not sign the resolu- 
tions of defiance, but who applauded 
Mrs. Hannah Anderson in the court- 
room, when she said she had no respect 
for Judge Humphries. The men were 
each sentenced to six months’ imprison- 
ment and to pay a fine of $300.
